Dear  Sir: 

We  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  eighteenth  biennial  report 
of  the  Historical  Society  of  Montana  and  present  the  report  of  the  li- 
brarian of  even  date,  covering-  the  two  year  period  from  December  1, 
1924,  to  December  1,  1926. 

This  department  regrets  to  report  that  during  this  period  two  of 
our  worthy  presidents  have  died.  Mr.  J.  H.  T.  Ryman  departed  this 
life  at  Missoula,  Montana,  on  June  1,  1926,  and  Mr.  James  T.  Stanford 
at  Conrad,  Montana  on  August  10,  1926.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  were 
well  known  and  very  capable  citizens  of  Montana  who  took  great  interest 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Historical  Society. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  reiterates  the  statements  made  in  the  report 
of  December  1,  1924  as  to  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  present  quarters 
in  the  state  capitol  building.  The  constantly  increasing  accumulation  of 
government,  state  and  historical  libraries  of  other  states  reports,  news- 
paper files  and  donations  of  portrait  paintings,  photographs,  manu- 
scripts and  other  historical  material  donated  by  interested  pioneers  add 
to  this  over  crowded  condition,  all  of  these  must  be  catalogued,  indexed 
and  room  provided  for. 

Our  newspaper  files  are  receiving  recognition  as  being  of  great  his- 
torical value  and  during  the  past  year,  Mr.  Robert  S.  Fletcher  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Abbott,  Supervisor  of  the  Helena  National 
Forest,  spent  some  time  with  a  force  of  assistants  and  stenographers  in 
afathering  data  from  our  files  for  government  use.  Not  a  day  passes 
without  research  students  and  historians  making  use  of  this  department. 
The  work  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  officials  in  arousing  interest 
in  the  history  of  the  Northwest  has  been  aided  by  studying  the  sources 
in  our  library.  Also  the  Northern  Pacific  and  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
and  St.  Paul,  are  showing  interest  in  this  subject  and  are  marking  the 
historical  locations  along  their  respective  right  of  ways. 

The  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  have  done  great  work 
in  marking  historical  places  at  Fort  Logan,  Three  Forks,  Armstead,  Lolo 
and  Fort  Ellis  and  deserve  the  commendations  of  the  people  of  the  state 
for  their  good  work.  The  National  Council  of  Catholic  Women  re- 
cently erected  a  monument  in  the  shape  of  a  boulder  bearing  a  bronze 
plaque  with  an  inscription  telling  of  the  great  work  of  Fathers  Peter  J. 
De  Smet  and  Anthony  Ravalli  in  the  Bitter  Root  Valley.  All  of  this 
clearly  indicates  a  renewed  interest  on  the  part  of  the  general  public 
in  the  early  pioneer  history  of  the  state. 

The  general  public  knows  but  little  of  the  great  value  of  accumu- 
lations of  the  library  gathered  during  the  sixty  years  of  its  existence 
and  a  general  invitation  is  extended  to  all  to  visit  the  Historical  Library. 

Attention  is  also  directed  to  the  valuable  work  of  the  Montana  Pio- 
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neer  Society  as  well  as  that  of  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of  Pioneers  who 
met  at  Fort  Benton  this  year  in  their  forty-third  annual  convention.  The 
officers  of  these  splendid  organizations  have  done  much  to  preserve  the 
pioneer  history  of  Montana.  There  is  a  rapid  depletion  in  the  ranks  of 
the  original  Society  by  death  that  is  sad  to  contemplate  containing  as 
it  does  the  finest  type  of  men  and  women  who  developed  and  transformed 
this  territory  into  a  great  state. 

These  activities  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  reflect  the  great 
interest  of  the  people  of  this  state  in  preserving  the  historical  records  of 
our  early  pioneers  and  the  Historical  Library  at  the  state  capital  is 
depended  upon  for  the  preservation  and  publication  of  matters  of  great 
historical  interest. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  restricted  appropriation  made  by  the 
legislature  for  this  department;  in  fact  it  is  the  only  state  department 
operating  under  a  greatly  reduced  appropriation  as  compared  with  the 
period  from  1908  to  1921  when  the  annual  appropriation  for  this  depart- 
ment was  from  $6900  to  $8500  per  annum. 

The  eighteenth  session  of  the  legislature  reduced  this  amount  to 
$4800  which  the  nineteenth  session  increased  to  $5300.  This  is  inade- 
quate for  the  proper  conducting  of  this  department  as  the  salary  of 
the  librarian  at  $2100  per  annum  and  one  assistant  at  $1800  leaves  $1400 
for  all  other  expenses.  These  include  the  binding  of  the  newspapers 
and  other  material  which  are  rapidly  accumulating  and  the  publication 
of  the  annual  volume.     This  last  has  been  delayed  for  lack  of  funds. 

We  strongly  recommend  that  the  annual  appropriation  be  increased 
to  a  minimum  of  $7000  per  annum  for  the  proper  handling  of  this  de- 
partment. 

We  ask  a  careful  reading  of  the  librarian's  report  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  even  date.

Members  of  the  Board: 

I  herewith  present  the  eighteenth  biennial  report  of  the  Historical 
Society  of  Montana  which  covers  the  years  1925-1926. 

Section  1,  Chapter  57,  session  laws  of  1923,  provides  that  "The  His- 
torical and  Miscellaneous  Library  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  and  called 
the  Historical  Society  of  Montana." 

This  name  is  a  misnomer  for  the  state  took  over  the  property  and  ef- 
fects of  the  Historical  Society  of  Montana  in  1893  and  it  became  a  depart- 
ment of  the  state  and  therefore  cannot  be  called  a  "Society"  which  it 
originally  was.  It  is  now  a  state  institution  under  the  control  of  a  board 
of  five  trustees  appointed  by  the  governor  and  confirmed  by  the  senate. 

I  shall  prepare  a  bill  to  be  submitted  to  the  next  legislative  as- 
sembly changing  the  name  to  the  "Montana  State  Historical  Library" 
in  order  to  correct  an  inaccurate  designation. 

I,  again,  refer  you  to  my  biennial  report  of  Dec.  1,  1924  with  refer- 
ence to  legislative  appropriations  made  over  a  long  period  of  years  in 
comparison  with  what  we  are  now  receiving.  While  I  succeeded  in 
having  the  annual  appropriation  increased  from  $4800  to  $5300  per  year 
the  sum  is  insufficient  to  properly  conduct  the  library. 

The  sum  of  $5300  now  appropriated  is  applied  as  follows: 

Salai-y  of  librarian  $2100 

Salary  of  asst.  librarian   1800 

Binding  newspapers,  etc 1000 

Express,  stationery,  postage,  etc 400

This  makes  it  impossible  to  publish  our  annual  volume  of  historical 
contributions  as  provided  by  Chapter  117  of  the  Political  Code,  Section 
1560,  which  provides  as  one  of  the  duties  of  the  librarian  "He  shall  each 
year  publish  a  volume  of  transactions  and  contributions  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Trustees  who  shall  also  direct  the  distribution  of  the  same 
to  promote  exchanges  and  secure  additions  to  the  library." 

The  cost  of  publishing  500  volumes  containing  from  400  to  500  pages 
with  cuts  descriptive  of  the  articles  therein  will  be  approximately  $1000. 
Additional  allowance  would  have  to  be  made  for  stenographic  services 
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in  the  preparing  of  this  work.  The  law  allows  two  assistants  but  owing 
to  the  reduced  appropriation  we  have  dispensed  with  one  and  use  the 
money  saved  for  other  purposes. 

We  are  receiving  157  daily,  weekly  and  semi-weekly  Montana  pub- 
lications which  are  carefully  indexed,  filed  and  then  tied  in  bundles  to 
await  the  final  process  of  binding.  In  addition  to  these  we  receive  28 
publications  of  various  state  historical  associations  that  are  immensely 
valuable  and  also  several  of  the  leading  magazines  of  the  country.  The 
binding  of  these  is  several  years  in  arrears  besides  that  of  the  govern- 
ment documents.  The  library  is  extremely  fortunate  in  being  one  of 
the  four  depository  libraries  of  the  state.  The  material  received  from 
the  Superintendent  of  Documents  of  the  various  government  publications 
is  preserved  for  binding.  This  is  material  that  cannot  be  bought  and 
the  library  collection  of  this  matter  is  very  extensive  and  much  of  it  has 
been  collected  for  the  binders.  It  will  require  an  increased  appropria- 
tion to  catch  up  as  it  were  in  binding. 

As  we  are  on  the  exchange  list  of  the  different  state  historical  or- 
ganizations and  other  institutions  who  send  us  regularly  their  publica- 
tions we  are  supposed  to  reciprocate  with  our  publication.  This  we  have 
not  been  able  to  do  in  proportion  to  the  amount  we  have  received  as  the 
last  volume  of  contributions  was  published  in  1923  and  no  funds  were 
available  for  any  publication  since,  although  the  manuscripts  are  ready 
for  volume  ten. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  valuable  accumulations  in  the 
Historical  Society  have  been  acquired  largely  without  cost  to  the  state 
over  a  period  of  sixty  years.  It  forms  one  of  the  most  valuable  collec- 
tions of  any  similar  society  in  the  northwest. 

I  commend  the  liberality  of  the  newspapers  of  the  state  in  putting 
us  on  their  complimentary  list  and  yet  the  binding  and  filing  of  these 
for  all  time  to  come  is  of  great  value  to  them  as  well  as  the  rest  of  the 
people. 

The  increased  interest  in  the  history  of  the  northwest  is  manifested 
in  the  recent  work  of  the  various  railways  of  this  section  in  preserving 
and  marking  historical  points  of  interest.  During  1925  Mr.  Ralph  Budd 
of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  erected  a  beautiful  monument  to  Meri- 
wether Lewis  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Expedition  in  northern  Montana. 
Mr.  Budd  conveyed  the  same  with  five  acres  of  ground  by  deed  to  the 
State  of  Montana.  The  two  separate  historical  expeditions,  the  Missouri 
River  Historical  Expedition  of  1925  and  the  Columbia  River  Historical 
Expedition  of  1926  were  the  occasion  for  a  great  deal  of  historical  re- 
search and  study  which  resulted  in  the  publication  of  some  valuable 
works  relating  to  the  history  of  northern  Montana.  These  were  mam- 
moth enterprises,  consisting  as  they  did  of  two  solid  trains  transporting 
many  well  known  authorities  on  northwestern  history  and  people  prom- 
inent in  the  affairs  of  the  counti-y. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  through  its  president  Mr. 
Charles  Donnelly  built  a  monument  to  John  M.  Bozeman  this  last  sum- 
mer under  the  auspices  of  the  Montana  Pioneer  Society  and  its  secre- 
tary, Frank  D.  Brown. 

The  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  have  been  active  in  the 
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past  few  years  in  placing-  marking  tablets  at  Billings,  Three  Forks,  Arm- 
stead,  Fort  Logan,  Fort  Ellis  and  at  Lolo.  Again,  the  wide  attention  shown 
by  the  various  organizations,  cities,  etc.,  in  the  building  of  the  Lewis 
and  Clark  memorial  monument  at  some  point  in  the  state  shows  grow- 
ing interest  in  these  matters. 

Few  people  appreciate  the  value  of  the  library.  We  do  not  loan 
books  but  the  student  of  history  and  the  reference  worker  find  the  his- 
torical division,  the  newspaper  files  and  the  government  documents  a 
rich  field  for  their  work  and  people  come  from  great  distances  to  work  in 
the  library  in  search  of  material  pertaining  to  their  particular  field. 
Our  collection  of  northwestern  Americana  has  been  praised  by  people 
who  are  authorities  on  the  subject.  Many  books  now  out  of  print  are 
found  on  the  shelves.  As  a  single  instance,  a  copy  of  a  small  volume  in 
our  lock-up  case  was  recently  advertised  by  a  well  known  eastern  pub- 
lishing firm  at  $150  and  sold  at  that  price,  yet  our  copy  was  donated  to 
the   libr'ary  many  years   ago. 

This  library  is  depended  upon  to  collect  and  preserve  the  historical 
records  of  the  pioneers  of  the  state  and  it  is  manifestly  unfair  to  restrict 
the  appropriation  for  its  maintenance  when  other  educational  depart- 
ments have  gone  ahead  by  leaps  and  bounds  in  their  expenses  with  little 
or  no  thought  of  the  valuable  accumulations  in  the  Historical  Society. 
Most  of  which  has  not  cost  the  state  a  dollar  as  it  represents  the  dona- 
tions of  the  pioneers  of  the  state. 

Hardly  a  day  passes  but  something  of  historical  interest  is  received 
and  added  to  the  collections,  such  as  manuscripts,  paintings,  books,  pho- 
tographs and  relics,  all  having  reference  to  our  territorial  days. 

It  is  high  time  for  the  public  and  the  legislative  assembly  to  wake 
up  and  give  some  time  and  attention  to  the  Historical  Library  of  the 
State  of  Montana. 

I  am  disposed  to  go  slow  in  asking  for  an  increased  allowance  for 
this  department  in  view  of  the  very  trying  times  that  we  have  gone 
through  during  the  past  five  or  six  years.  I  am  in  accord  with  the  prac- 
ticing of  economy  and  consideration  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  state  in 
meeting  their  obligations,  however  the  needs  of  this  department  are  very 
limited,  hence  I  request  an  appropriation  of  not  less  than  $7000  per 
annum  to  properly  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  department. 

It  has  been  the  hope  of  many  interested  pioneers  and  myself  that 
some  public-spirited  citizen  of  means  would  make  a  donation  to  the  state 
for  the  erection  of  a  fireproof  building-  constructed  upon  modem  plans  for 
a  stiaicture  of  this  character,  adjacent  in  location  to  the  capitol  building: 
this  would  be  used  to  house  the  ever  increasing  collection  of  the  Histori- 
cal Society  both  of  the  museum  department  and  the  library. 

Many  ether  states  have  been  the  beneficiaries  of  such  donations  or 
endowment  funds  and  as  a  consequence  their  historical  material  is  fitting- 
ly housed. 

In  order  that  the  history  of  Montana  shall  be  preserved  for  all  time 
to  come  I  appeal  to  some  generous  spirit  of  heroic  character  to  im- 
mortalize himself  in  this  laudable  undei'taking  for  the  benefit  of  the  men 
and  women  yet  unborn.  In  coming  years  they  may  read  and  ponder  upon 
the  great  sacrifices  made  by  the  pioneers  of  this  state. 
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Montana  is  rich  in  historical  lore  and  among  its  citizens  we  have 
produced  men  and  women  who  have  acquired  international  fame  in  the 
social,  political  and  industrial  fields  of  activity.  It  is  high  time  for  ac- 
tion on  this  question  and  I  hope  for  some  individual  to  make  the  begin- 
ning of  this  worthy  work. 

The  Historical  Society  or  Library  of  Montana  should  have  a  seal 
such  as  like  organizations  of  the  various  states  have.  In  the  minutes  of 
the  Historical  Society  I  note  that  a  committee  was  appointed  at  the  sec- 
ond meeting  of  the  Historical  Society  held  on  Feb.  25,  1865,  to  "prepare 
a  design  for  a  seal  for  the  Society"  and  Granville  Stuart,  F.  M.  Thomp- 
son and  H.  L.  Hosmer  were  named  as  such  committee.  No  further  action 
seems  to  have  been  taken  and  I,  therefore,  recommend  that  immediate 
steps  be  taken  to  submit  a  design  for  a  seal  and  a  bill  introduced  at  the 
coming  session  of  the  legislature  for  the  adoption  of  a  seal  for  the  His- 
torical Society. 

I  note  growing  interest  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  our  territorial 
days.  I  was  invited  to  and  made  addresses  to  the  Rotary  and  Kiwanis 
Clubs  of  Helena,  also  at  the  Congregational  church  and  the  Helena  high 
School.  At  the  invitation  of  the  Women's  Club  of  Boulder  I  delivered  a 
lecture  in  that  town  and  for  the  Women's  Club  of  Townsend,  also  the 
Farmer's  picnics  at  Three  Forks  and  the  Gate  of  the  Mountains.  I  was 
unable  to  accept  invitations  to  address  other  audiences  in  different  parts 
of  the  state. 

As  a  guest  of  Mr.  Ralph  Budd  I  attended  the  Upper  Missouri  His- 
torical Expedition  in  1925  and  the  Columbia  River  Historical  Expedition 
through  Montana  in  1926.  These  were  sponsored  by  the  Great  Northern 
Railroad.  These  occasions  gave  me  the  opportunity  of  meeting  the  of- 
ficials of  the  State  Historical  Societies  of  Minnesota,  North  and  South 
Dakota,  Missouri,  Washington  and  Oregon,  besides  many  historical 
writers  of  note  of  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

I  also  attended  the  Custer  Memorial  exercises  at  Crow  Agency  this 
year  and  the  D.  A.  R.  exercises  at  Fort  Logan  and  Bannack. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  various 
state  departments  and  to  my  assistant,  Mrs.  Anne  McDonnell,  as  well  as 
every  member  of  the  Board.

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The  special  Senate  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Historical 
Library  submitted  the  following  report: 

Helena,   Montana, 
Feb.  2,  1925. 

Mr.  President: 

We,  your  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the 
condition  of  the  Historical  Library,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

We  have  gone  over  the  biennial  report  of  the  Librarian  for  the  years 
1923  and  1924,  made  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  quarters  occupied  by 
the  Library,  the  business  methods,  records  of  files  and  find  the  same  in 
a  very  satisfactory  condition. 

We  find  that  the  Library  is  in  a  crowded  condition,  owing  to  the 
vacating  of  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  Adjutant-General.  This 
necessitates  the  storing  of  a  large  number  of  books,  newspapers,  files 
and  paintings  in  the  basement  where  they  are  inaccessible  to  the  public. 
We  recommend  that  other  quarters  be  provided  for  the  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral's office  and  these  rooms  be  restored  to  the  Historical  Library. 

Few  people  comprehend  the  value  of  the  Historical  Society's  col- 
lections, extending  over  a  half  century,  especially  the  newspaper  files, 
historical  books,  manuscripts,  oil  portraits  and  museum  collections  well 
preserved  for  the  future  historian. 

We  find  that  the  appropriation  of  $4,800.00  per  annum  made  two 
year  ago  was  insufficient  to  bind  the  accumulating  newspapers,  pam- 
phlets, government  documents,  etc.,  and  they  are  now  tied  up  in  bundles 
and  difficult  of  access.  The  law  also  provides  for  the  publication  of  an 
annual  volume  of  Historical  Contributions  which  costs  approximately 
$700.00  for  five  hundred  copies  to  publish.  The  manuscript  for  this  vol- 
ume is  prepared  and  ready  for  the  printer,  but  there  are  no  funds  for  the 
printing. 

These  newspapers,  etc.,  should  be  bound  and  the  annual  volume 
published  in  order  to  perpetuate  and  preserve  Montana  history.  This 
department  has  received  these  valuable  collections  by  donation  and  the 
expense  of  maintenance  has  been  very  nominal  to  the  state.  The  highest 
figure  appropriated  was  $8500.00,  while  the  present  figure  is  $4800.00 
which  provides  a  salary  of  $2,100.00  for  the  librarian  and  $1,800.00  for 
an  assistant  librarian,  leaving  just  $900.00  for  everything  else,  including 
the  items  of  telephone,  stationery,  postage,  expressage  and  the  purchase 
of  the  actually  necessary  reference  and  historical  books,  hence  no  money 
is  left  for  the  binding  of  the  newspapers  and  the  publishing  of  the  annual 
volume. 

We  wish  to  commend  the  especial  qualification  of  the  Librarian, 
Mr.  Hilger,  and  the  neatness  and  order  of  the  library  and  indorse  his 
budget    of   $7,000.00    per    annum    as    actually    necessary    and    should    be 

appropriated.

The  Mullan  military  waffon  road  built  under  the  supervision  of  Capt. 
John  Mullan  has  been  marked  by  monuments  placed  in  the  following  cities 
and  towns  as  the  most  important  points  on  the  road,  Fort  Benton,  Great 
Falls,  Deer  Lodge  City,  Drummond,  Bonner,  Missoula  and  De  Borgia. 
The  road  was  built  in  1858.  These  monuments  were  erected  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Montana  Pioneer  Society  and  many  prominent  citizens 
contributed  to  the  expense  of  building  the  markers.  The  work  was  begun 
in  1916,  under  the  able  direction  of  Frank  D.  Brown,  Secretary. 


Henderson  Gulch  has  a  monument  erected  to  the  memory  of  the 
pioneer  miners  buried  in  the  Henderson  Gulch  cemetery.  This  was  built 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Montana  Pioneer  Society  and  the  expense 
borne  by  James  A.  Murray  of  Butte. 


George  Monteur,  famous  scout  and  interpreter  to  the  Indians,  has 
a  monument  over  his  grave  which  was  paid  for  by  John  W.  Blair  and 
the  Montana  Pioneer  Society  sponsored  the  work. 


The  first  discovery  of  gold  ni  Montana,  May  2,  1858,  has  been 
marked  by  an  eighteen  foot  monument  at  Gold  Creek,  Powell  county, 
Montana.  The  Montana  Pioneer  Society  with  the  financial  aid  of  Mary 
E.  Moroney  erected  this  monument. 


The  memory  of  Marcus  Daly,  famous  mining  man  of  the  state,  is 
perpetuated  by  a  bronze  statue  of  heroic  size  on  North  Main  St.,  Butte, 
Montana.  This  was  erected  by  citizens  of  Butte  at  a  cost  of  $40,000 
and  designed  by  St.  Gaudens. 

On  the  grounds  of  the  state  capitol  is  a  heroic  bronze  equestrian 
statue  of  Thomas  Francis  Meagher,  Secretary  and  Acting-governor  of 
the  territory  of  Montana,  1865-67.  This  was  erected  by  the  Meagher 
Memorial   Association,  James  H.  Lynch,  President. 


In  the  capitol  building  there  are  several  bronze  tablets  commem- 
orating worthy  citizens  of  the  state  of  Montana,  among  them  is  a 
tablet  to  the  memory  of  James  Williams,  captain  of  the  original  Vigilante 
Committee  of  Alder  Gulch. 

Another  is  to  the  memory  of  Robert  Bruce  Wallace,  First  Lieutenant 
of  the  2nd  U.  S.  Cavalry,  a  Montana  man. 

There  is  a  tablet  to  the  First  Montana  Volunteers  who  lost  their 
lives  in  the  Spanish  American  War.    Erected  by  the  state  of  Montana. 

William  Andrews  Clark  is  commemorated  by  a  bronze  tablet,  me- 
dallion, placed  on  the  walls  by  the  pioneers  of  Montana  and  other  friends. 

Robert  Burns  Smith,  former  governor  of  the  State  of  Montana,  has 
been  remembered  by  the  placing  of  a  bronze  tablet  on  the  walls  of  the 
capitol  building  which  was  placed  there  by  the  state. 

In  the  rotunda  of  the  capitol  building  a  bronze  statue  of  Wilbur 
Fisk  Sanders  has  been  placed  by  the  efforts  of  pioneers  and  friends. 
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The  United  States  government  has  erected  two  monuments  in  this 
state.  One  to  the  memory  of  General  George  A.  Custer  and  the  men  of 
his  command  who  fell  in  the  Battle  of  the  Little  Big  Horn.  This  was 
built  on  the  site  of  the  battle  on  the  Little  Big  Horn  River. 

The  other  is  the  monument  to  the  memory  of  the  officers  and  men 
who  died  in  the  Battle  of  the  Big  Hole  under  the  command  of  General 
John  Gibbon  in  the  fight  with  the  Indians  under  Chief  Joseph. 


Fort  Benton  has  honored  the  memory  of  the  Soldiers  of  that  vicinity 
who  died  in  the  World  War  with  a  monument  erected  by  the  war  veterans 
of  Chouteau  county. 

Mr.  Ralph  Budd  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  has  had 
erected  two  splendid  monuments  in  the  state.  One  is  to  Capt.  Meri- 
wether Lewis  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark  expedition,  1805-6,  and  mai-ks  his 
exploration  of  the  Marias  River  and  that  section  of  Montana.  This 
monument  with  five  acres  of  ground  has  been  deeded  to  the  state. 

The  other  monument  is  a  bronze  statue  of  John  F.  Stevens,  chief 
engineer  of  the  builders  of  the  Great  Northei'n  Railway  over  Marias 
Pass,  erected  near  Marias  Pass  a  short  distance  west  of  Glacier  Park. 


A  granite  monument  in  honor  of  John  M.  Bozeman  has  been  erected 
at  Livingston,  Montana  by  Mr.  Charles  Donnelly,  president  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific  Railway,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Montana  Pioneer  Society 
and  Frank  D.  Brown,  Secretary. 


The  D.  A.  R.  of  Montana  in  1914  placed  a  bronze  tablet  to  the  mem- 
ory of  Sacagawea  in  Three  Forks  and  in  1915  at  Armstead  to  the  same 
Indian  woman. 

This  same  organization  placed  a  marker  on  the  Block  House  building 
of  Fort  Logan  in  1924,  and  also  marked  the  site  of  the  first  capitol  of  the 
territory  in  Bannack  in  1925.  Lolo  Pass,  an  important  point  in  the  Lewis 
and  Clark  expedition  was  also  marked  in  1925.  In  1926  the  site  of 
Fort  Ellis  had  a  bronze  tablet  on  a  boulder  placed  there  by  the  D.  A.  R. 
At  the  first  two  points.  Three  Forks  and  Armstead,  the  expense  of  the 
tablets  was  borne  by  W.  A.  Clark  and  the  rest  of  the  bronze  markers 
have  been  furnished  by  the  Anaconda  Copper  Mining  Company. 


The  National  Council  of  Catholic  Women  of  the  diocese  of  Helena 
have  placed  a  bronze  tablet  in  honor  of  Fathers  De  Smet  and  Ravalli, 
famous  Jesuit  missionaries  of  early  days  of  Montana,  on  a  marker  in 
the  churchyard  of  the  Catholic  church  in  Stevensville,  Montana.  The 
Anaconda   Copper  Mining  Company  furnished  the  bronze  plate. 


The  D.  A.  R.  has  also  placed  a  marker,  a  reminder  of  Clark's  jour- 
ney down  the  Yellowstone  River  at  the  entrance  to  the  Fair  grounds  in 
Billings,  Montana. 

Last  Chance  Gulch  is  appropriately  marked  by  a  brass  tablet  placed 
on  the  Montana  Club  building  in  Helena  commemorating  the  discovery 
of  gold  on  July  14,  1864.  The  cost  of  this  was  borne  by  well  knowni 
citizens  and  pioneers  of  Montana. 
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
